.The memorial was accepted in behalf of the country by j "J- arrangements, ti.e decorations 


President Harding, who in his feeling and eloquent address of I be .1 ro.inre or UK. cveninE. i-ree .its- 
acceptance paused lo draw attention,to a score of veterans of ,^("^°"oorc^°^y i^s'Vroir^r 
the Confederate army who were present as'an evidence tliatjwiu rurntsii'refreshments. A 
the .war of '61 to '65 is but a memory "and (hat all sections of 
(he country stand today as one and indivisible. The President 
called attention io the fad that twice since-the death of the 
immortal Lincoln the sons and grandsons of the. men who 
fought for the Confederacy had "come in their youth and 
strength to fight for the flag lo which their fathers returned 
after the bitter sixties." 
Proceeding, President Harding said: 


"How it would comfort his grea! soul lo know that Ihe slates 
of the Southland-join sincerely in honoring him and have twice 
since his day joined with all the fervor of his own great heart 
in defending the flag. 
How1 with his love of freedom and jus- 


tice Ibis apostle of humanity would have foiind his sorrows 
ten-fold repaid to see the hundred millions lo whom he be- 
queathed reunion and 
nationality giving their sons and 


daughters and all their fortunes lo halt the armed march of 
autocracy and preserve civilization, even as he preserved 
union." 


Those were merited words filly spoken, and Ihe incident 


was a feature of Ihe day and occasion that should endure for- 
ever in the memory and hearts of the people. The presence 
of those grizzled southern velerans was but one of numberless 
evidences thai the wounds of (lie Civil War have all been 
healed and dial loday the United Slates is in reality a country 
with no'North, no South, no I:asl and no West. 


And Ihe thought lo which this gives rise is a blessed thought, 


albeit it is one that not all can at present entertain." The world 
is not yet far enough-removed from the scenes and passions of 
Ihe greatest and'fiercest of all struggles to rid itself or the 
prejudices and hatreds engendered thereby and to accept sin- 
cerely the doctrine of universal brotherhood, but on the banks 
of the Potomac on this sacred Memorial Day there was indis- 
putable evidence of Ihe healing efl'ccl'of time; of the possibility 
of the replacement of lyitred and distrust with mutual confi- 
dence and good will. 


Is if, therefore, loo much to hope that the lime will come, 


distant though it may be, when the nations that strove so 
bitterly and fiercely on the fields of Lnirope during the great 
World Conflict will be brought together in bonds of friend- 
ship, lo sland and work together for the mutual benefit and 
achievement of each and.all? 
In the case of many, perhaps 


most people, such a thought will find no.lodgement just now, 
but in view of the' history of America's greatest trial and the 
complete passing of all Ihe billerness engendered there must 
remain Ihe hope thai time will heal Ihe wounds which now 
seem incurable and lhat the. whole world may be united in Ihe 
bonds of brotherhood and peace.
